I have the honor to present for the information of His Excellency the 
Governor-in-Chief, my Fifth Annual Report on the Agricultural and Live Stock Sta- 
tistics, being for the year ending 31st March last, Season 1863-4. 

Having in previous reports fully explained the means adopted for procuring the 
required particulars of information, it is unnecessary to revert thereto further than to 
state that such improvements as experience suggested have been carried into effect ; and 
that every means at my disposal were exerted to secure the earliest possible publication 
of the results attained. 

On the 3rd instant I was enabled to make public a comparative return of the wheat 
crop for each district of the Province, considerably earlier than on any previous occasion ; 
this return, however, was delayed several days through the illness of two collectors, 
otherwise it would have been published in April—the close of which month is the soonest 
date when reliable returns for the whole Province can be obtained. 


It has been suggested that earlier information might be afforded were the occupiers’ 
schedules collected at the end of February, instead of at the close of March; but, from 
inquiry, I am strongly disposed to think that such an alteration would be prejudicial, as 
in the hill districts where harvesting operations are later by one month or six weeks, 
than on the plains, and where much of the crop is hand reaped—necessitating the opera- 
tion of thrashing being subsequently performed, the actual quantity of grain cannot 
generally be even approximately ascertained at so early a date. By these very returns, 
and as has been proved in previous seasons, it will be seen that the wheat harvest for the 
whole Colony may be very erroneously estimated by taking only a portion of the crop, as 
on the plains; and any official notification of the result of the harvest for only a portion 
of the area reaped would have a prejudicial effect upon the usefulness of the compilation. 

In addition to the seven tables of previous years, I have appended a comparative 
return (Table VIII.) of the area of land cultivated in wheat, the total produce, and the 
average yield per acre for each district in the seasons 1862-3 and 1863-4 respectively, 
which will prove useful as enabling persons to judge for themselves of the correctness of 
the information supplied in their immediate localities, and will permit them to compare 
the result from season to season. 

Besides the returns attached to this report, the agency of the collectors is used to 
gather a variety of information, respecting the number of private and other schools and 
scholars attending the same, the number of mills and their capabilities, and various 
manufacturing industries, &c., which cannot be procured by other means, and which are 
published in the Annual Statistical Register. 

During the year ended 31st December, 1863, the area of country and suburban land 


alienated from the Crown amounted to 159,792 acres, against 129,803 acres in the previous 
twelve 
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twelve months, making a total of 2,668,643 acres sold up to the commencement of this 
year, or 19 acres for each individual of the population, against 18°6 in 1863, and more 
than twice the qaantity per head in Victoria. The largest purchases of land were made 
in the Counties of Gawler, Grey, Robe, Light, and Stanley. Of the total area passed into 
the hands of private individuals 1,710,327 acres, or two-thirds is returned as in the 
occupation of freeholders. 


The proportion of purchased land under tillage is 20°8 per cent., or one in every five 
acres, comparing favorably with the previous season when it was 19-07 per cent. The 
additional land in occupation formed six per cent. on the total area previously alienated 
from the Crown, whilst the increase in the area under cultivation is twelve and a-half 
per cent. over that of last year. 


The sale of the public lands continues to increase in a greater ratio than the addition 
-to the population, and cultivation has increased at double the rate at which the purchase 
of land was augmented. 


The area of enclosed land on the 31st March, 1864, is returned at 2,900,291 acres, 
against 2,105,877 acres on 3lst March, 1863—no less than 794,414 acres having been 
enclosed during the year; this is, of course, inclusive of fencing erected to secure large 
areas of sheep pasturage, chiefly in the South-eastern District, where 1,400,000 acres are 
enclosed—the greater portion very substantially—for this purpose; it being found that 
sheep farming is more profitable where paddocks are used, than when the flocks are 
shepherded in the ordinary way on open runs. ‘The stock in that district is as 
follows :—horses, 10,460, against 8,610 in 1862-3; cattle, 35,548, against 43,906; and 
sheep 1,065,473, against 905,742 the year preceding. Altogether the enclosed pasture 
land amounts to 2,344,324 acres, or 732,958 acres additional, an increase of forty-five per 
cent. during the season. 


Land under tillage in 1863-4 amounted to 555,968 acres, against 494,511 acres in 
the previous season, an increase of 61,457 acres, or 12} per cent. This additional acreage 
is mostly attributable to larger areas of land being broken up in fallow, new land being 
brought under the plough chiefly in the Counties of Gawler, Light, Stanley, and Grey. 


There are four acres of land in cultivation for each individual of the population, as 
compared with 3°65 acres in 1862-3. To show the relative value of these figures, it may 
be stated that, in Victoria and New South Wales, the ratio is but four-fifths of an acre per 
head ; so that the area of our land under cultivation as compared with our population, is 
five times greater than in the neighboring Colonies. 


Sixty per cent. of the total land cultivated was under wheat, 335,758 acres being 
reaped, against 320,160 acres in the previous season, an increase of 15,598 acres, or five 
per cent. 


The principal wheat-growing Counties are Adelaide, Gawler, Light, Stanley, Hind- 
marsh, Sturt, and Grey; of these seven Counties, five show an increased acreage under 
wheat, and two a diminished area, viz., Adelaide and Hindmarsh, the land in which 
Counties has been long and successively cropped with this cereal. In 1861-2 these two 
districts had 159,871 acres in wheat, last season 147,431 acres, and the crop under review 
only 137,343 acres; there was, therefore, fourteen per cent. less wheat ‘cultivated in 
those districts than in 1861-2. 

In the three northern Counties, Gawler, Light, and Stanley, in which there is a large 
proportion of new land, the increased cultivation has been very great. In 1861-2, 123,308 
acres under wheat, in 1862-3, 140,669 acres, and 164,407 acres in the past seasonan 
augmentation of one-third during the period. In the two remaining Counties, Sturt and 
Grey, the increase was not material. 

The wheat harvest produced 4,691,919 bushels against 3,841,824 bushels in the 
preceding season, showing an increase of 850,095 bushels, or twenty-two per cent. 

For the whole Colony the average yield per acre was fourteen bushels, being two 

bushels

bushels in excess of the last crop, a very favorable season having been experienced in 
those portions of the Colony in which are situated the largest wheat-growing districts. 
The average was, however, reduced by the small yield in most of the hilly districts (also 
those longest under cultivation), where the crops suffered from excessive moisture and the 
prevalence of rust, but where, as before mentioned, the acreage sown was not so 
great as in previous seasons. 


For the purpose of these Statistics the Province is divided into seventy-six districts, 
and in Table VIII. a comparative return is given of the acreage, produce, and average yield, 
of each district for the two past seasons; an examination of which table will confirm my 
remarks as to the causes operating to a diminution or augmentation of the harvest in 
particular localities. 


Referring to a previous paragraph, it will be observed, that in Counties Adelaide and 
Hindmarsh, the breadth of land under wheat has fallen off fourteen per cent. during the last 
three seasons, and that the acreage in Counties Gawler, Light, and Stanley has increased 
one-third. In the first two named Counties, the yield has only exceeded that of last 
season by one and a-half and one and three-quarters bushels; but in the three latter 
Counties the augmented yield is three, two and a-half, and three bushels per acre res- 
pectively. Excluding Counties, where the acreage under wheat is but trifling, the 
highest average was in County Grey, eighteen bushels; the next highest County Stanley, 
sixteen and three-quarters; and the lowest, County Sturt, with only eleven and three- 
quarters bushels per acre. The districts suffering most from a deficiency in yield, were 
Onkaparinga, with six and a-half; Macclesfield and Talunga, seven and three-quarters; 
Mount Barker, eight and a-quarter ; Kondoparinga, nine and a quarter ; and Para Wirra 
nine and three-quarters bushels per acre; these districts, in drier and more favorable 
seasons, average twelve bushels to the acre. 

Viewed, however, as a whole, it is a pleasing duty to record that the late harvest was 
more bountiful than any we have experienced during the past six years, and that the 
enterprize and perseverance of our agricultural population have been rewarded with 
substantial prosperity. 

Their energy and industry will perhaps best be estimated by the fact that during 
that short period (six years), they have nearly doubled the growth of wheat, and more 
than doubled the breadth of land under cultivation. The following table exhibits the 
progress made from year to year :—

Five-sixths of the wheat crop is reaped by machines, hand-reaping being almost 
excluded from the harvest fields of many districts. In fact, without the aid of the 
“reaper,” the grain from so large an area could not be secured. Six years ago we were 
dependent on manual labor for the gathering of nearly one-half the crop. 


The hay harvest was remarkably good—the whole Province averaging 27cwt. to the 
acre, against 24cwt.; the total yield off 75,590 acres, or only 1,843 acres more than in 
the previous season, was 102,293 tons, an increase of 13,308 tons. 


An addition of 3,132 acres appears in the breadth of land sown with barley, making 
a total of 13,980 acres. Off this area, 254,001 bushels were reaped—an increase of 
57,659 bushels on the previous crop—the average yield of the two seasons were identical, 
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18 bushels 8lbs. to the acre. The increase in the area sown, occurs in the two Counties 
in which a decreased acreage of wheat appears. 


There were 3,923 acres of oats reaped, against 2,310 acres in the previous season, 
the yield was 74,964 bushels against 44,018, the average being the same, 19 bushels 2lbs. 
to the acre in both seasons. One-half nearly of the oat crop is sown in County Grey, 
where the average yield is over 21 bushels per acre. 


For green forage, the following crops. were laid down-—viz., of wheat, oats, and 
barley, 861 acres ; maize, 37 acres; sorghum, 60 acres; lucerne, 1,150 acres; permanent 
grasses, 282 acrés; altogether 2,390 acres—a decrease of 462 acres on the preceding year. 
Other crops covered 407 acres against 229 acres in 1863. 

It remains matter for regret that subsidiary crops are not more generally cultivated; 
our farmers might withstand the effects of an unfavorable season, were it not that the majority 
solely rely on the growth of one cereal, and that almost without intermission, or replenish- 
ment of the soil. The remedial measure of fallowing the land, however, is much more 
largely availed of—110,177 acres lying in fallow as against 72,017 acres in the previous 
season—an increase of one-third. 


Following upon the failure of the potato crop in 1862-3, when only 2,275 acres were 
grown, the increase in planting was but small—193 acres—making 2,468 acres, from 
which were obtained 6,717 tons, or an average of 55cwt. to the acre. In 1862-8, the 
crop amounted to 3,972 tons, the acreable produce being only 35cwt. 


Orchards and Gardens cover 5,486 acres, or an augmented area of 198 acres. 


The cultivation of the vine continues to exhibit marked progress, 1,002 additional 
acres, or one-fourth more being returned this season, making a total of 5,779 acres under 
vines. The plants in bearing number 38,848,016, or 918,260 additional; those not in 
bearing number 3,316,484, or an increase of 895,548; considerably more than one-half 
the vines planted are productive. An increase of more than one-fourth also appears in 
the quantity of wine made, the vintage having given 606,365 gallons, against 472,797 
gallons the previous season, or 133,568 gallons additional. These figures refer to the 
vintage of 1863, not to that just closed, as it is impossible at the date of compilation of 
these statistics to ascertain, with any degree of correctness, the quantity of marketable 
wine produced from the vintage of the current season. An attempt was made on this 
occasion to ascertain the result of the present vintage, but the information afforded has 
been so generally based on conjecture, and necessarily so, that it is not considered de- 
sirable to publish the particulars. The quantity of grapes sold or otherwise disposed of— 
except in wine-making—was 31,359cwt., against 26,551 of the previous season. 


The returns of live stock show an augmentation in the number of horses, sheep, and. 
lambs, but a diminution in the number of horned cattle. 


The number of horses has increased from 56,251 to 59,008. Of horned cattle there 
is a decrease of 32,176, or from 258,342 head to 226,166 head. The principal falling off 
is on the Northern Runs, and in the South-eastern District, their place being supplied 
by large increases in the number of sheep. On the runs referred to—those situated 
north of Wilpena, there is an increase of over 50,000 sheep, and in the South-eastern 
District of 160,000. The total increase in the Province of sheep and lambs during the 
year, was 460,642, or thirteen and one-third per cent. against an increase of 392,644, or 
twelve and a half per cent. the year before. At the close of the year, 3,891,642 sheep 
and lambs were depastured, as compared with 3,431,000 at its commencement. 


165,267 sheep were exported overland to the neighboring Colonies during 1863, 
130,000 passing into New South Wales, and 35,267 into Victoria. The number ex- 
ported during the first quarter of the current year, up to which the stock returns are 
made, was 102,415, and the arrivals 43,386, leaving an excess of exports of 59,029 sheep. 
The South Australian flocks being free from scab, large purchases have been made here 
for squatters in the adjoining Colonies stocking new country.

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In the foregoing paragraphs I have endeavored briefly to epitomize the principal 
results attained in the late collection of Agricultural Statistics, and trust that I have made 
sufficiently plain to those persons who have neither leisure nor inclination to analyze the 
tables for themselves, the enterprizing progress displayed during another year, the present 
encouraging position, and the hopeful future of one of the main stays of the prosperity 
of this Province.
